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by Czfar,totheend that he might auoydrhe 
batred'of manie noble men; who didrather 
affet Antonius then kim. But whe Antonius 
forthe loue of Cleopatra wold neither come 
into the citieto render account ofthis doings, 
nor depoſe his Triumuiracie, but was wholly 
buſted in przparing watre againſt !ralie,Cx- 
fardid turniſh himſelfe as well tor ſea as for 
land: he therefore gathered manic ſouldiers 
our of Spaine, Fraunce, Lybia, Sardinia and 
Sicilia, Antonius likewiſe did make anarmie 
of Aſians, Thracians, Macedonians,Grecias, 
Apyptians and Cyrenians. Andinthe yeare 
following C. Czſar and M. Meſlalla being

ted, which two things were neuer done bur 
when the whole Empire was in quietneſle, he 
purpoſed to depoſethe Empiric , &to bring 
the common-weale toa good & perfect con- 
ſtitution. To depoſe the Empirie,M.Agrippa 
didperſwade him, but Mecenas diddiſſwade 
him,whoſe opinion he yeelded vnto.V Vher- 
fore endeuoring by law to confirme the Em- 
piric,andto win the fauour and good eftima» 
tion, aswell of the Nobles and Senators, as 
ofthe people he burnt all che letters which 
Cc 3 
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thecitizens that were thenin'Rome-orout = 

fRomehad wrinero Amonius;leſt any Se = 
yator-who-did follow-Antonius his fa&tion, 
ſhouldthi::ke himſelferobe hated of Czfar 
for that cauſe, &ſoſhouldatrempt ſome miſ- 
chietcagainſthim:hereleeued the common 
ſtocke , which was greatly waſted by ciuill 
warres, with his owne priuate wealth, & them 
that were indebted tothe commontrealurie, 
the billes of debr being burnt with hisowne 
handes, he did free fromthe daunger ofthe 
rolle. And whereas many things were done, 
in the-tumults and ſeditions of the citizens, 
againſt law and cuſtome by Lepidus and An- - 


"tonius, he did repeale them by an Edi, and 


made his ſixth Conſulſhip,whichhe then en- 
ioyedrobethe death-day oftheſe lawes; by: 
which meanes when he had worthily drawne 

vnto himthehearts ofthe people, yerin one 
thing he pleaſedthemabouethereſt, which 
wasdonerather ofpollicicthe of plaine mea- 
ning: for hauing ſingled outa greatnumber. 
of Senators, whoſe louetoward himwas ſpe- 


cially approuedzina veryfrequent Senate,he 


did: offer to ſurrender the Empire into the 
| hands 
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THE 
bands of the Senators and people. Burſome 
ofthe Senators, becauſe they ſuſpeRed that 
- hiswordes differed from his meaning, ſome 
becau'e they did feare greater daunger by a 
popular eſtate,others becauſe they feared his 
diſpleaſure, ifthey ſhould agree vntoit, they 
did withone voice refuſe the offcr, and ioy- 
ned in earneſt ſute and humble petition vnto 
him,that he would be the ſole gouernour and 
abſolute Emperour of Rome-, and for that 
cauſerhey did decree thatthe ſtiped ofthoſe 
whodid guard hisperſon ſhould bedoubled, - 
that be might be in more- ſaferie by thar 
meane,bothto his friends and ro the comon- 
weale. V Vhen by the franke aſſent of the Se- 
nateand people, he had thus, not confirmed 
the auncient Empirie, but in deed createda 
new Monarchie , thathemight ſeemepopu- 
lar, he was content to charge him ſelfe with 
the weightie affaires ofthe Empire : but the 
authoritic and dignitie thereot he did comu- 
nicate with the people : and therefore vnto 
the Senate and people he did allot Numidia, 
Aſia, Grzcia, Epirus, Dalmatia, Macedonia, 
Sicilia,Creta,Cyrenc, Bythinia, Pontus,Sar- 
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dinia.an Viſpavia Betica'; which werethd }J 
mare peaccableand.quictcountries;6Tohim 
ſelfehc rooke theother parts of Spaine ,.and 
all Fraunce, Narbonenſis, Lugdunenſis, A; 
quiranicaCeltica, likewiſe Germania, Cce- 
loſyria, Phoenicia, Cyprus and Egypt, And: 
that he might void out of theirminds all fuſ- 
pitionof Monarchic, the ſupreme authoritie 
thatwasaflgnedtohimhe didonly reftraine 
totenyeres continuance, The Romanes did 
' beſtowdiuerſe honors ypon Czfar, planting 
The Romans before the doore ofhis CourtaBayrtree,on 
Pee bef22e the top whereof they ſer a wreath of oaken 
Otuwbs boughs, fignifyingtharhe was the man that 
had both oucrcome their enemies, and ſer 
their citic in ſafetic. They decreed alſo that 
his Court ſhould be called a Pallace, fo thar 
inwhatregion ſocucrthe Romane Emperor 
did iourne; his Court was called a Pallace, 
andtharhe ſhould be called Auguſtus, For 
when. many would haue adorned him with 
Jometitle of excellencie,, Cxfar had a great 
deſire ro be called Romulus ſecundus, bur 
becauſe thatdid reſemble too much theritle 
ofa king ;he wascontentto be called Aug 
tus 
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ſtus;rhat is, maicſticall or diuine, Thus had 
Czſarthe power ofakingthe ſtile only fore- 
priſed; Inhimallthe dignities and magiſtra- 
cies did meere, he was ſole Conſul, in derer- 
mining iudicially ofpublike affaires,fole Po. 
tifex,forhe had hat ſpeciall titie,ſole Cenſor 
intaxing the Romanesby poales, and fining 
them forfaults, ſole Tribune ;inabrogating 
theſe lawes & voiding theſe afts which were 
made and done by other magiſtrates: which 
though in ſhew they were manic, yetindeed 
there was now but one Magiſtrate in Rome, 
one Emperour, one Auguſtus; burtheſe ho- 
nors didnot w#tant Czfars quietneſle, for 
he wasendangored by many trecheries,and 
being thereby roo ſeuere in puniſhing both 
the worthie and vaworthie,vpon ſuſpition & 
furmiſe without anic formall proceedinga- | 
gainſtthem, he didindeed miniſter oile vato 
the flame of their malice. Amongſt the reſt 
Cn. Cornelius, whoſe grandfather was Cn. 
Pompeius Magnus, did with his complices 
imagine and conſpire the death of Auguſtus, 
whom Cefar would not putto death,becauſe 
hethought by that meane , ſhould gaine 
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'romimpribrmene, eſtoweramigh 
:omtage& counſellto attempt the like,
